Tn all the stir over whether the United 
States would be able to cling to its big stra ­ 
tegic air bases in tho Middle East, it has 
been largely forgotten that important Amer­ 
ican installations have been under construc­ 
tion in Spain. 
Jim Lucas, Scripps-Howard military cor­ 
respondent, reports from Madrid that the 
United States is now almost ready to begin

He suggests th at if we are ever compel­ 
led to send our big bombers loaded with nu­ 
clear explosives against the Soviet Union, 
they will most likely take off from our Span­ 
ish bases.
